geal sensible thing to do is to recon 
noitre the situation, and then under- 
take the adoption of measures which 
will materially lessen the burdens of 
the taxpayers of the State. But how 


this can be accomplished is a very 
pertinent inquiry. Let us look over 
the field and see. At the last session 
of the Legislature a concurrent resgly- 
tion was passed sulmitting to the 
people the question of calling a Consti- 
tutional Convention, which must be 
voted upon at the coming election. It 
is high time that this instrument 
should be remodeled, and many lux- 
uries, rendered mandatory by its pro- 
visions, and for which we have been 
paying for a quarter of a century, 
could be dispensed with without serious 


detriment to tbe public service. 


For the year 1889 we paid a Secre- 
tary of State and deputy $5,000, and 
a Clerk of the Supreme Court $3,000, 
making $8,000 paid to three men for 
doing less work than any bookkeeper 
in Nevada at a salary of $150 per 
month had to do in the same time. 
We have an Attorney-General at a sal- 
ary of $3,000 per year, where the office 
is only traditional, without the least 
excuse for its preservation. There is 
no reason on earth why the District 
Attorneys of the various counties 
should not follow and try the few 
criminal cases which are appealed to 
the Supreme Court, as lawyers Lave 
to do in civil cases, and if this addi- 
tional labor is required of District At- 
torneys, there will be no dearth of 
candidates for the position. 

A Lieutenant-Governor with several 
ex-officios to bis title last year secured 
$2572 for the purpose, no doubt, of 
looking after the Governor’s private 
secretary, who also draws $2,000, and 
both of them together, with the Gov- 
ernor thrown in,who receives from the 
State $5,000 per year, have less to do 
than an ordinary deacon in any well- 
regulated congregation. 

Again, we have seven Supreme and 
Nistrict Judges in the State, which 
cost the taxpayers last year for ealaries 
about $43,600. The District Judges a 
portion of the time have had a little 
work to do, although it is safe to say 
thatall the judicial business transacted 
last year in the District Court was not 
sufficient to keep two men busy for six 
months, and up to this writing, in the 
vear of our Lord 1890, it is believed 
that no contested case has. occupied 
the attention of the Court in any 
county in the State. But the Supreme 
Court has outlived its usefulness and 
in its present form, ought to be abol- 
ished. There is no reason why the 
members of the Supreme (‘ourt ought 
not to hold the District Courts, and 
once or twice year meet and hold a 
term of the Supreme Court, and thus 
save to the taxpayers $20,000 per year. 

Fhen we have biennal sessions of 
the Legislature, which cost the people 
every time they meet, in mileage 
and salaries, about $50,000, to 
say nothing of the other inis- 
chief they perpetrate upon the 
body politic in the shape of water 
laws and other useless enactments. 
Every four years is quite often enough 
to be inflicted with a Nevada Legisla- 
ture, and were it not that we have to 
elect a United States Senator once in 
‘four years, it is believed that once in 
teu years would be quite satisfactory 
to the taxpayers. All of these sub- 
jects could be met and provided for by 
a Constitutidoal Convention, which 
are impossible to be remedied by the 
process of amendment, and until such 
a convention is held the old system of 
drainage from the pockets of the peo- 
ple must continue to flow on, although

of more than $15,000,000, as shown by 
the Controller’s report for the year 
ending December 31, 1889. The truth, 
however, is that there has been an 
actual shrinkage of mofe than 
000,000, but in order to keep the State 
and counties upon any kind of a finan- 
cial footing, property ‘is as: in 
most af the counties beyond its actual 
cash yalue, and the writer is satisfied 
that the property of any Eastern county 
would not sell to-day for the assess- 
ment roll.

The day of | 
his birth Bebe was smaller than his 
mother’s hand. Ten days afters ard he 
was taken tothe village church to be 
beptized in his mother’s wooden shoe, | 
bc cause He was too tiny to be carried | 
safely in her arms. During the next six 
months the same wooden shoe served as | 
b-be's erib. 

Lbebe's early childhood was unevent- | 
ful. He did not grow and he did not 
talk. He was famous throughout | 
l>rraine, however, as the cunningest | 
and tiniest bit of numanity ever seen. | 
ll. was perfectly proportioned, had | 

nderfully large and beautiful brown | 

sand was remarkably active upon | 
diminutive legs. . When Bebe was | 
bout seven years old King Stanislaus | 
« sezynski of Poland, who was then) 
living in Lorraine, heard what a) 
wonderful little fellow he was, and | 
or lered the child's father to bring him | 
to court. Bebe, Sr., carried his son to 
the royal palace in a small basket. 

At time of his introduction to court | 
life Bebe was just twenty inches tall | 
and weighed eight pounds. He never) 
grow larger. At first the King tried to 
teach him jokes and fairy stories and | 
bits of questionable poetry. Bebe’s in- 
telligence, however, was not equal to | 
the demands thus made upon it. His | 
mcmory was 80 weak that he forgot one | 
hour what be had learned the hour be- 
fore. Reading and writing were for him | 
quite impossible. With all these fail-— 
ings, however, he was by no means a/| 

. ¢ 
failure as a court dwarf. He had a! 
sweet little yoice, a good ear for music, 
ond iimble legs. He could dance and 

i! kick and sing with the best of the 
King’s courtiers. He was very useful as | 
4a table ornament at all the King’s great | 
banquets. His most famous appearance 
in this rather curious role took place at 
a dinner which Stanislaus gave to the 
ambassador of a great power in 1755. | 
In the middle of the table was an im- | 
mense sugar castle. Shortly before the | 
guests rose to leave, the door of the | 
castle opened, and a knight in full arm- | 
or stepped out with a drawn sword in 
his right hand. All the guests thought 
the knight must be some wonderful | 
automaton which the King had obtained | 
from the skilled mechanics across the 
Rhine. Ile wasn’t, however. He was 
none other than little Bebe. He walked 
around the table, shook his sword in the 
face of every guest, saluted the King, 
and then turned back to the castle en- 
trance, where he assumed tne position 
ofsentry. Ata signal from the King 


-ory one atthe table be@wan to bombard 
h small sugar balls.“ Bebe hur- 
ried at once into the castle, locked the 
door, mounted the tower, and pretended 
to return the fire by setting offa lot of 
perfumed explosives. 
Within ten or twelve years after 
sebe’s appearance at court he was one of 
the most ¢elebrated persons in royal so- 
ciety on the continent. With fame, 
however, came to him numerous perils. 
All the sovereigns of Europe were covet- 
ing him, and many of them tried hard to 
steal him. In 1758 the Empress Cath- 
erine, of Russia, sent an emissary after 
him to the courtof the Polish King. 
Late one evening, when the royal palace 
was almost deserted, Catherine’s emis- 
sary snapped Bebe up and stuffed him 
into the pocket of his great coat. Bebe 


screamed so lustily that he revealed the | 
plot to the guard at the door. The emis- | 
sary was arrested and Bebe was rescued. | 
Not long afterward Bebe accompanied | 
Stanislaus to the court of Louis XV. in 
Versailles, where he again narrowly es- 
vaped abduction. A lady of the French 
eourt had been holding him in her lap 
between the courses of acourt dinner. 
Suddenly she rose to leave the room. 
Her first step was accompanied bya 
shrill cry from the folds of her gown: 
‘‘Your Majesty, your Majesty, this lady 
has stuck mein her pocket, and is run- 
ning away with me.” The voice was 
Bebe's. He was immediately dragged 
from the court lady’s pocket and placed 
under the guard of two pages, who were 
instructed by King Stanislaus to watch 
him day and night. 

The perils through which he had 
passed, and the strict surveillance to 
which he was now subjected, dépressed 
Bebe’s spirits and demoralized his 
nervous system. He became melan- 
choly, morose, round-shouldered and 
haggard. The King thought he needed 
a companion to cheer him up, and there- 
fore married him with great pomp and 
ceremony to Therese Souvray, a dwarf 
of about his age and slightly greater 
stature. That was the last drop in 
Kebe’s cup. Two weeks after his mar- 
riageshe lost his mind. He ceased to 
talk ehtirely, ate little, and passed most - 
of his time in his crib. 

His honeymoon was hardly up when 
he died. Shortly before his death his 
clouded mind was cleared in a most re- 
markable manner. His memory, which 
bad always been weak and after bis 
marriage had vanished, svdddenly re- 
turned. He recollected all the inci- 
dents of his early childhood, his 
mother’s face, which he had not seen 
for fifteen years, and al] the sons wbich 
bad been taught him since his advent 
to court. Bebe was just twenty-one 
years old when he died. His wife 
Therese survived him forty-two years.
